he ostensibly represents. There was not
necesearily any great impropriety in his ad.
dressing varions public assemblies in Great
Britain, but he certainly departed from the
nsual rontine in making such oratorical dia-
plays soon after his arrival in a country in
whioch he was comparatively a stranger, and
in uttering sentiments of aflectionate regard
for the British people and institutions,
which are disapproved by a large proportion
of American citizens. As the real business
of Mr. Johnson, howevar, is to represent Ama-
rioan intereats, condnct negotiations, and form
treaties, it matters comparatively little whay
may be the nature of his unoffivial declara.
tions, provided he displays suflicient skills
effiviency, and patriotiam in hiz diplomatio in-
tercourse with Lord Stanley. If he has praised
British institotions only as a preliminary to
the sdministration of a Dbitter pill, there will
be mo serions objection to his compliments,
‘We confeas, however, that the annonncement
contained in a recent cable telegram of the
mode in which he has agreed to adjust the
Alabama olaims does not inspire stroug hopes
of a favorable and honorable issue. We are
told that ‘“the bagis agreed to by Mr. Jounson
and Lord Stanley for a gettlement of the
Alabama question is that a mixed commis-
slon shall be formed, which will hold ats sessions
in_London, and pass upon all claims proferred by |
English ond American citizens,” The Alabama
ulaims were of a pacaliar and imperatlive
character, belonging to an entirely different |
oategory from the ordinary ¢laims which origi-
nate in a variety of causes. Great Britain
suffered a pirate ship to be fitted up in her
porta to prey upon American commerce, and |
this ehip not only captured and destroyed
a4 large npumber of vessels, whose
value i3 well known, but virtoally |
drove American merchantmen from their
favorite cruising grounds, and left to British
veasels a monopoly of the carrying trade for |
which American ghips had previously been |
«nergetio rivals. The direct damage thus in-
floted amounted to millions of dollars, and the
indirect damage to hundreds of millions of
dollars; and if, as the diplomatists of our
conntry have hitherto alleged, this loss was
Jireotly ocossioned by the connivance or |
raglect of British officials, the only manly and
\ust way for the British Government to make
a thorough atonement was to dispose of this |
vage on it merits, and confess judgment to |
anch an amount as the cironmstances required
In appointing & mixed commission ‘‘to mee;
at London' and to ‘‘pass uwpon all claims,”
there is a fair prospect that sn endlsss suoe-
oesslon of charges against this Government
will be tromped up, and ;that the amoant
allowed for the Alabama claims will be more
than counterbalanced by the ingenious raids of
British cormorants upon the American trea-
sury. On a former oocasion, a similar mixed
commission allowed to British claimants the®
damages they had paid to the United States as
penalties for violating our Tarifl laws, and
from this olass of claims, alone, a mixed com-
mission, sitting at London, would be able, if
it was inoclined to favor British interests, to
figure up a large indebledness against this
oountry. For the vessels captured and con-
demned during the blockade bills might also
be prezented. And in addition to these and
other falge offsets, the holders of the foreign
Rebel loan will probably make a dssperate
effort to gecure ita payment by the American
Government. It must not be forgotten that
the oounsel of these bondholders have con-
stantly advised them that they should con-
tinne their efforts to secure an acknowledg-
ment of their claims from this country, and )
they will mot fail to avail themselves of the
gplendid opportunity which Mr. Johnson has
afforded by consenting to the organization of
a mixed commission ‘‘for the consideration of
all olaima' at London. We have heard from
varions quarters that the holders of the forsign
Confederate loan intend to make a desperate
effort to compel the United States to pay the
expenses of the war waged against our insti-

tutiong and ourcommeroe, and British agents
have been busily at work paviog the way for
a favoreble consideration of this iniguiton®
demnand. It will afford rich pickings for the
lobbyists at Washington, and seductive bribas
for the “‘mixed commission," and still leava,
if it is acknowledged, a large aum for the
British triends and supporters of the Confede-
raoy.

Now Mr. Bay-
mour is in the condition of a bushy-tailed fox
going through a cover of blackberries—at
every atep it brings him to a hall, He prates
of his war record, and an awkward speech s
suddenly thrust at him; be tells us of his
great nerve, and some irreverent man reoalls
his address to the New York rioters; and,
finally, he claims to have sustained the
Administration in the proseoution of the
war, and a letter finds the light dated May 16,
1863, which rather puts a quietus on all his
pretences. This letter demands espeoial atten-
tion. It reveals how thoroughly the man who
wrote it was opposed to all necessary measares
to subdue the Rebellion. Its date is signifi-
cant. We were in the darkest period of the
struggle. Not only were our armies held in
check by the enemy, but for several months
they had been winter-bound. Dissatisfaction
was general. In addition to the strength of
the Rebellion, the sedition in the North had
gained hendway. The riots which broke ont
8ix weeks later were impending, and it was
known that they would visit us. In such a
time as this, when decisive measures alone
could save us, when the Northern traitora

must be controlled by some wise plan,
and when every patriot recogpized
the fact, the Government arrested that

mogt pestilent traitor, Clement L. Vallandig-
ham, and after trial by a court-martial sent
him beyond the lines. At once the men
who eympathized with his movement against
the Giovernment rose up in arms. Meetings
were held with the avowed object of incom-
moding the Administration; and to one of
these meetings Horatio Seymour, then Gover-
nor of New York, was invited. In reply he
wrote a letter. In it, among other things, we

H. Diarrhea.—After being at first costive,
the sufferer I8 afllioted with diarrhovs, which
is owing to a diseased condition of the bowaela,
produced by the uudigested food, which is
evacuated in the same condition as when
eaten, and, of course, gives no strength to the
system.

6. Paing in All Parts of the System
arise from the aotion of impurs blood upon
the nervea. They are felt chiefly in the head,
sides, and breast, and in the extremitiss, In
many cases there is an uneasiness in the
throat, with a sense of choking or suffocation:
